Wartime Problems of Civ ilian Doctor 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
THF. CIVILIAN doctor who 
goes into military or na* a1 s rvice 
finds himself in a new world. Not 
only is h* up against a whole new 
way of life. new disciplines and

Drew Pearson may have had justification 
for his disclosure, despite military silence, 
of the incident which has aroused discus­ 
sion in homes and Army barracks alike. 
The unforgivable part 
of the entire 
episode was the denial by Allied headquar­ 
ters in 
Algiers, as quoted by the 
Associ­ 
ated Press, that 
Gen. Patton was 
repri­ 
manded by 
Gen. Eisenhower. Censorship 
is accepted as a necessary evil, and news­ 
paper correspondents accept the ruling of 
military authorities as to what should be 
printed during wartime. But there is 
a 
vast difference 
between withholding and 
falsifying the news. It is to the public in­ 
terest to 
learn who issued the denial 
at 
Algiers, and who 
permitted newspaper­ 
men also in Algiers, to release 
the facts 
of what has been a 
common tonic of dis­ 
cussion 
among 
soldiers 
in the 
Italian 
theatre ainee August. 


Italian Prisoners 


The situation of Italian prisoners in 
the United States has remained unchang­ 
ed since Italy’s surrender and subsequent 
elevation 
to the status of 
co-belligerent. 
This 
situation, though 
anomalous 
and 
perhaps embarrassing, is 
understandable 
in the light of more urgent problems con­ 
fronting 
the Army. Yet 
it seems 
that, 
knowing 
the temper and 
sympathy

most of 
these prisoners, they might 
be 
given a 
greater opportunity 
than 
the\ 
now have to do their 
part as co-belliger- 
ents by helping to relieve 
our manpower 
shortage. 
There must be jobs that they could do

danger. Obviously this body of prisoners 
represents a variety of skills. I he barrier

should not keep these

from doing a satisfactory 
job in 
many 
kinds of manual work—-for example, the 
less technical tasks 
connected with farm ­ 
ing, lumbering and construction, as 
well 
as 
other work which 
is not strictly 
es- 
-entiaT but which needs doing neverthe­ 
less.

How many civilian surgeons had 
m y experience prior to 1942 in 
.ne treatm ent of gunshot wounds? 
How 
many 
civilian 
physicians 
have had any experience in tropi­ 
cal d ic a s ts ? I can assure you that 
the answer to both questions is 
very few. 
The medical colleges and the 
medical departments of the army 
and navy arc preparing the new 
crop of doctors for this experience. 
In my own school at least 9 0' a of 
the medical students are in army 
or navy uniforms, An army officer 
and a navy officer are stationed in 
one of the school buildings and the 
“cadets" are taught drill and other 
forms and features of army and 
navy life. 
Course in Tropical Disease* 
For the first time in its history 
this school now has a course in 
tropical diseases. The most casual 
review of the faculty showed that 
no member had any knowledge of 
the subject, so a faculty member 
was sent to Tulane University. 
New Orleans, to take a course and 
he has now returned and is teach­ 
ing junior and senior students the 


feature* of those tropical disease* 
which they are likely to tee on th* 
out noels of the world. 
Bat the war has affected civilian 
life and the civilian physician’s 
habit* of practice. One of the New 
York clinics reports that since the 
w ar has hit it* stride and our own 
boys are in it, there is a notable 
inc reuse in cases of activity of tho 
thyroid 
gland among the civil 
population. Mothers, wives, sis­ 
ters and 
fathers and brothers 
thirk and brood over some fellow 
who may be under gunfire or worse 
and, as has been well known for 
years, the nervous system stimu­ 
late.4 the thyroid gland and it in 
turn stimulates the nervous sys­ 
tem over again and a viciou* circle 
is established. 


Surgeon’* Experience 
The story is told of a London 
surgeon who was called on to treat 
an air raid victim. The x-ray 
showed that an unexploded air 
craft shell was imbedded in the 
tissues of his thigh. The bomb 
squad experts recognized it as an 
armor-piercing projectile which 
might explode any nunute. The 
surgeon and his assistants were 
game and finally removed the high 
j explosive package safely in what 
I a colleague described as "the most 
delicate and dangerous operation 
I of his career." 
■ 
Fortunately in the United States 
the civilian surgeon has not yet 
been called on to treat gunshot 
wounds and it is to be hoped that 
he never will. But the general as­ 
pects of his practice have under­ 
gone great charges, nevertheless, 
due to the war.

the sphere to 
mak e a balanced globe. 
The Greek 's calculated the cir 
eumference of the earth at 28,000 
miles anly 3.000 miles more than 
the actual circumference—24,9 02 
miles. Columbus 
believed 
the 
circumference 
was 18.00o miles. 
I One reason he got 
as far as he 
did on his voyage 
to what he 
thought was India, is that sailing
